2. Upon sounding of signal for air raid evacuation at 1205, 15 June 
(a continuous blast on sirens and horns lasting for 5 minutes and in an 
actual alert indicates that evacuation of the city as been ordered), all

Personnel in the Headhouse of lst and 2d wing ending at the steps 
outside of the Administration Office, and those in the lst and

between the 3d and ith Wings in the Hesdhouse area. 


3. Wing wardens will have the same duties for this exercise as 
contained in the present Building Emergency Plan for air raids.

the completion of the exercise by a signal from the Administrative Officer 
(a whistle blom 3 times) at which time they will reenter the building 
through the regular stairway (at Guard's desk) to resume their normal duties. 


5. A second alert will be sounded at 1,05 on 15 June 1955 which will 

be a "take cover" signal (a fluctuating sound on minutes)
